I vl!h to sutnlt the following; report relative to ths tranafar of 
tea Oavaid. 

In the early afternoon of Rovenber 23. 1963 Chief Curry called na ty tala- 
phona and aaked na when «a would ba ready to tranafar Oawald. Either thla oen<- 
varsatlon or a later ooavaraation I nada aona ranark that I didn't know lAiathar 
wa vaz« to tranafar hia or whether nneone alaa waa going to tranafar hia, end 
the Chief made aone reaark al:oat talking to the Sheriff and that wa ware to 
tranafar hin. I told the Chief wa ware a till talking to hin, and ha aaked ma 
If wa eould bo raa<j|y to tranafar bin by LtOO p«u Z told hia I didn't think wa 
oould flnlt<h our queatloniBg by that tlno, and ha aaked m If we eonU be finidwd 
by lOiOO an the next nomlng. Chief Carry aald, "I need to tall these people 
conethlnR definite." Vho he waa raferrlncr to Z do not know. T told . hia I 
thotwht we could bo ready by that tine. 

Curinct the night or early morning houra of VoTenbar ?3i I reeelTad a talaphona 
call from Captnln V, B, Fraalar, who told no that ^ey ware going to have to trana- 
far Oswald as sono threat had been raceivad and that aornone waa going' to txy to 
kill bin. : I told Captain ?razier that no aaourlty bad been aat up fer bis trana- 
fer at that tlina and that he had batter cheek with 'Qia CMef, ea ha waa naking 
sone arrangeiiisnta for ths transfer. '' I<«tcr, Captain Fraaler called ae back and 
aald that he was unaVle to reach the Chief and he waa goSng to leave hia tdiere ha wBa«

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a deed If I vas ieady to transfer the prisoner to tjie Bellas Coroty Jail. 
Jtmei SeeVhouitf T, B. Z. and pefM.l9][y ether emeera, «ke were assisting in 

the investigation and (juestloning, were standing in or 4urt outside ny office 
door. I told bim I was ready to start any tina the seourity was eonpleted. . 
Chief Curi7 advisod me that the large oaoeraa had Wn ncived.away Svom the 
Jail office and that, everything was prepared and that the people had been moved 
hack across Conmsrce and that some newsnen would he in the hasement, but wouU 
be well back in the garage. 

Soneone had ordered an araored trucV, and it was agned that we let a 
police car lead the armored truck as if the prisoner was in it, and when he 
turned to the loft off Cmnserce where he wss to go to Eln and turn left, while 
we woold actually hove the prtsonsr in an unmarked police car and turn to the 
left on Kaln Street followed by another group of officers in another police 
car and take hin to the County Jnil. 

Security had teen sat up, we were told, at .tiM Cointy Jail, and I 
instructed the officers in the car that did not have the pri.8oner to drive 
just past the hack entrance to the County Jail, and we would drive in the 
passageway made for unloading piisoners ^diere a steel door could be dropped 
down behind us. 

Chief Curiy then told me that he and Chief Stevenson, who was with bin, 
would go on to the County Jail and meet us there. 

I instructed Jaaes E, teavalle to handcuff his left hand to the prisoner's 
right hsnd. The prisoner was already handcuffed, I instructed L. C. Oravea 
to walk to his loft and 1, Kontgonery directly behind his, snd I told then 
that I would walk in front of 'the 'prisoner out of the door to the car, We 
decided that tho best rOTtei would be it!<rough' the Jail and out of the left door 
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of the Jail and thai to the basaaent giving ua but a few feet to the ear. 

At «e were leaving to go to the jail elavater, 1 told Det. T. t. Baker to 
call dovnstairs and tell then ve vero on the way down and have the ear ready, 
riat. Baker oalled and I<t. Wiggins said all was clear. 

Before taking the man out of the jail office I asked one of the onifom 
officers who was standing to aqr ric^t if eTetjrthlng was esoure, I 'Mliava that 
two officers answered to IJiat evoiything was all right. I then adrlsed the 
of fleers following ne to come on, and at this nonsnt Officer Dhorlty, who was 
driving the police car for the prisoner, was backing Into position with the 
police car we were to put the prisoner In, As I reached for the car door 
and told the officer to put hin in the ear, I heard a shot. On mj left I 
saw Officer ^i^ves and a nunber of officers gt«b this nan and pull hla to 
the payennnt. Cet. Craves twisted the gun from his hand and handed It to 
me. The prisoner was carried into the jail office and a doctor was sumtoned ' 
and arrived almost immediately and went to work with the prisoner until an 
ambulance arrived. Soiive of the other officers took Hi* man that I found was 
Jack Ruby up into the Jail. 

I Instructed Officers laiorlty, lesvelle and Oraves to ride with the prisoner 
in the ambulance. Bets, t, D. Beck, I>. P. Montgoneiy, C. V. Brown and iqrself 
followed the ambulance to the hospital, Vhers sseuritgr was kept until he was 
t^lsased to an undertaker. 

Immediately after the shooting, I aakad Veteotlve Vhority to contact the 
oatftain of the tlniform Division to secure tho names of all of the people in 
the basement at the tine of the shooting.' - 
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
